Mr. J. A. De Rothschild, president 
of the club, who presided, said it. 
was ‘imperative that Palestine 
should be ranked as. part of the 
British Empire. A Jewish National 
Home meant more than the creation 
of a home for the Jews in Palestine 
‘It meant bringing back into exipt- 
ence the body police which existed 
there before. 

Mr. John Buchan sald that upon 
the security of Palestine depended 
largely the safety of the Suez Canal 
and the safety of Britain in the 
Near East.

“Monks of thé early Christian era 
were cast into dungeons and chain- 
ed by their. monastic superiors 
whenever they were guilty of dis- 


obedience, an American expedition 
hus tevealed. 

Prof. Clarence S. Fisher, direct- 
Ing the excavations undertaken: by 


‘Yale University and the American 


School of Oriental Research, dis- 
closed that one such dungeon was 
discovered under the ruins of an 
ancient. monastery at Jerash, once 
known as the Greek Decapolis. 

The monastery dated from 480 
A. D. and the underground cham- 
ber where monks were punfahed 
contained the rusted romnants of 
leg-irons and heavy chains. Above 
the dungeon. were Ehe monkg’ dor- 
mitories, each with its rows of un- 
eumfortable, bare stone cells, and 
various offices fay the abbot and 
his helpers. 

Other diggings in the vicinity 
disclosed the. most complete Roman 
Bath ever discovered in the. East, 
It was found between the pagan 
temple of Artemis and the Cathe- 
dral of the Virgin, both dating 
from the early Christian era, and 
consisted of a wide pillared court, 
4 heated room for hot baths a tepid 
chamber, an exercise court and a 
large swimming pool. 

Jerash, in which survive remark- 
able evidences of early Hellenistic 
civilisation, {s fast. becoming a 
rival of Baalbek, another wonder- 


city of the East, in archaeological’ 


treasures. ‘The staircase of the 
Temple of Artemis has been clear- 
ed, and through its wide portals an 
impressive view is obtained of thle 
vast terrace of which stood the 
main shrine of the idolators.
